Mr. Wellwood said that there were four 
children of the marriage, which took place on 
December 23, 1913, at Drumcondra, Dublin, 
and two of the children now resided with the 
petitioner. An affidavit by the petitioner sel 
out that her husband's annual income 
amounted to about £600, including a salary 
of about £420 as veterinary in of the 
Roscrea Bacon Factory receipts from his 

rivate practice at Roscrea. She stated that 
he husband had neglected for years to pro- 
vide her or the two children who were living 
with her with clothing, and that they had had 
to depend on ptegents of wearing a i from 
relations and friends. Her hus daoine 
them weekly with provisions, wh lasted 
for three days, and for the remaining days of 
the week they Sa on what, her ag ~ 
son provided by hunting with a ferret. Her 
son caught on the average twenty-four rabbits 
per week, and she sold the skins for two- 
pence each, and devoted the money to pro- 
viding further necessities. She had no income 
or property of her own. In 1934 she had 
carried on a hairdressing business in Roscrea 
which brought in about £1 weekly, but gave 
it up on the respondent undertaking to allow 
her £1 15s. housekeeping money weekly, but 
this he had failed to &. She asked that 
alimony be fixed at £4 weekly. i 

The respondent, in a replying afhdavit, 
stated that his income had averaged about 
£400 per annum, and that his net income, 
after paying travelling expenses and other 
outgoings, would not exceed £200. Since 
1930 he had been a temporary inspector under 
the Department of Agriculture, and his duties 
consisted in ny Ns) on four days weekly 
the pigs killed in the Roscrea Bacon Factóry, 
for which he was paid £1 per 100 pigs killed. 
This occupied his full time on the four days 
weekly. His private practice did not bring 
in more than £50, out of which he had to pay 
travelling expenses. He had obtained an 
offer of employment for his younger son, bot 
the petitioner refused to allow the son to go 
to take it up. He denied that he had 
neglected to supply the petitioner or the 
children with clothes down to 1935, when 
he refused to do so, because his wife pre- 
vented him from having any control of the 
children. His wife had started business as a 
hairdresser in Roscrea against his express 
wishes, He denied that he had failed +o 
supply adequate provisions for her and the 
children, and said that he had stopped the 
housekeeping allowance because of his wife's 
attitude towards him. He had been prepared 
to make a payment of £2 weekly for the 
support of the petitioner and the two 
children. 

Mr. Esmonde, who (instructed by Mr. A 
Rolleston) appeared for the respondent, said 
that the latter's offer was very fair. The 
parties were living in the same house, and 
he submitted that there was, in fact, no 
separation and no proper case for alimony.

PACKING STATIONS 
SUGGESTED 


SUGGESTION that a “ national mark,” 
A which would be an indication of good 

grading and packing, should be issued 
for fruit and vegetables was made by Mr. 
George Evans, “ Elysium,” Cloughjordan, 
Co. Lipperary, before a sitting of the Fruit 
and Vegetables Tribunal, held at 33 St 
Stephen’s Green, Dublin, yesterday, Mr. H 
O’Friel, barrister-at-law, presiding. 

Mr. Evans said that the “ national mark ”’ 
would secure that retailers when buying a 
ackage so marked could rely on the goods 
being up to a definite standard. 


DIRTY CONTAINERS 


He said that the conditions under which 
fruit and vegetables were marketed at present 
were bound to have an adverse effect on the 
returns. A large amount of fruit and veget- 
ables was grown in small lots and taken to 
market in any containers that could be ob- 
tained. The latter, as a rule, were old and 
dirty. Virtually no attempt was being made 
» nm and pack in order to make the 
produce look attractive. Owing to growers 
having very few facilities for storming fruit, 
it was generally rusned on the market as 
soon as it was ready. This produced a glut 
for some time, and brought down prices to 
an unprofitable level. Very little attempt 
was made to clean or trim vegetables for 
market. He advocated the prohibition, 
except by licence, of imports of all fruits and 
vegetables that could be grown in this 
country and the. total prohibition of pulp 
imports. 

An attempt should be made to provide 
facilities in all the large country towns for 
the sale of fruit and vegetables by publi 
auction. To create a demand for home-grown 
fruit it would be necessary to put large sup- 
lies of well-packed fruit on the market. 
This was one of their greatest difficulties, as 
very few of their growers had the facilities 
for packing well. The simplest way of ovoer- 
coming the difficulty would be to start pack. 
ing stations at various centres where thw 
giading, packing and selling would be done 
by a trained man. The station would be able 
to put large supplies of well-packed fruit on 
the market or hold it back in times of glut 
The station. in fact, wovld do what the 


‘| creameries did for the dairv farmer. and once 


started they would be self-supporting. 

Referring to previous evidence, the Chair 
man said that the jam mauufacturers had 
their own difficulties The Tribunal was 
primarily interested in the growers, and there 
was no use of the growers living in a “ fool’s 
paradise.” | 

Mr. Patrick I 'Estrange, Dveart, Mullingar, 
in evidence, said that the Dublin market was 
most satisfactory as long as the fruit went 
there in a proper condition and met with no 
delav in transit. He could get sixpence and 
eightpence a pound for raspberries locally 

The Tribunal adiourned until to-day.

Therefore, 
if you buy the best you need use less of it. 

But haven't you often noticed that tea 
in a friend’s house often tastes far better 
than your own home brew? If you are 
intimate enough to pursue the matter, you 


‘| very likely discover that your friend pays 


no more—perhaps a penny or two less— 
for her tea than you do. 

Pressing inquiry further, you find that 
she buys a different kind of tea, or 
makes a special blend for herself. 


VARIETY HELPS 


That’s the secret! A real connoisseur 
of tea does not always use the same 
brand, for the palate gets too accustomed 
to it, and tea-drinking loses half its plea- 
sure. 
When you get bored with your tea, then 
do not as a matter of course blame the 
tea, or suspect the grocer of selling in- 
ferior tea at superior prices, or haughtily 
inquire of the cook whether the water was 
boiling when she wet the tea. Instead, 
next time you buy tea get two quarter- 
pounds of different tea and experiment 
with them on different days. 

If you do not thus discover a new tea 
you like, try blending—say, an ounce or 


de- 


tea canister. 

Quite apart from the question of find. 
ing a new flavour that pleases you; you 
will return to your regular brand with a 
fresh palate, and find ittwice as good as 
when you forsook it. 

Blending, however, is really a job for 
the expert, and in this page are the names 
of several firms of established reputation 
whose teas can be taken with confidence, 
and who, no doubt, are familiar with the 
characteristics of the water of most 
districts. 

In the actual making of tea there are 
one or two points often overlooked. The 
first is that water just come to the boil

Of course, there are all kinds of indivi- 
dual whimsies to be observed if tea is to 
be the perfect pleasure it should be.

—but those stolen cups of delight at 
eleven in the morning or at midnight, 
when you cannot get to sleep, can beserved 
precisely as you like, and you should have 
an individual set sacred to such occasions. 


THE MILK AND SUGAR 


Other matters worthy of careful atten- 
tion are the kind of milk and sugar used 
in tea. If you investigate the matter you 
will often find that the tea gains or loses 
just when you change your milk-man or 
forget to order a certain kind of sugar. 

Boot sugar, for instance, has quite a 
different taste from cane sugar, and granu- 
lated sugar—cane or beet—never, to my 
palate, has the same flavour as loaf sugar. 

If you suddenly come to the conclusion 
that all sugar has lost its savour, it is 
well worth trying a spoonful of clear honey 
instead—which, according to the dietitians, 
is much better for you. 


IN A RESTAURANT 


Then there is the question of taking tea 
ina restaurant. We often complain of not 
being able to get a “ decent cup of tea ”’ 
at any hotel or restaurant—but whose 
fault is that? 

Do you tell the waitress exactly how 
many spoonfuls you like put in the pot? 
Do you ask for hot water? Do you ever 
suggest the addition of a pinch of China 
tea? Probably not. 

But it is necessary to reflect that many 
people like the “ good strong tea,” that is, 
perhaps, hateful to your fastidious palate. 
If not otherwise instructed, the waitress 
will undoubtedly bring you a powerful 
brew, for the tea used in most restaurants 
is of the best and used with a lavish hand.

TRIBUTE TO KING GEORGE 
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Sir Herbert Stanley, Governor of Southern 
Rhodesia, opening the second session of the 
fcurth Parliament of the Colony, spoke of 
the Colony’s deep sorrow at the loss of King 
George and expressed loyalty to King 
Edward. 

Turning to questions of trade, he pointed 
out that the gold output in 1935, valued at 
£5,089,962, constituted a record for Southern 
Rhodesia and that the outlook was bright. 
Base mineral production had also shown a 
gratifying increase, and a further improve- 
ment was expected this year. The trade of 
the Colony was expanding, and the aggregate 
value of exports for the past year exceeded 
£9,000,000 for the first time in history. The 
estimated revenue would be more than fully 
realised. 

AS regards native administration, the 
speech stated that measures for soil conserva- 
tion in the reserves were to be accelerated, 
and that an increase in the number of native 
medical clinics throughout the Colony was 
under consideration. Measures to encourage 
mining would include a further aerial survey,

I passed a cottage whose roof was getting. 


a new covering cf thatch. It bore a 
comical resemblance to a half-clipped dog ; 
for, while one en@ still showed the old 
thatch, croy with the storms, of many 
winters, the other was covered with bright, 
yellow straw, whose untrimmed ends hung 
over the cottage windows like the too-long 


usual month for thatching, I believe; but, 
doubtless, the very severe weather this 
winter caused ?t to be postponed, Wheaten 
straw makes the best thatch, though 
harley and 6aten are sometimes used ; but 
I am told. that since the introduction of 
threshing machines the qnality of all 
straw has greatlv deteriorated. owing to 
the stalks being crushed.or broken by the 
machinery. A thatched -roof reguires 
several layers of straw to a depth of 
twelve or fourteen inches, and when a new 
thatch is added it is put on over the old 
one. The result is a covering that is warm 
in winter and cool in summer. It is 
interesting to note that the word 
“thatch '” 1s common in one form or 
another in many Teutonic languages, and 
means ' roof,” or “ covering, ” as in the 
Dutch ““dak ” and the German “ dach,” 
while in old English it appears as 
‘“thaec.’’ Whatever may be the modern 
hygienic opimion of thatched roofs, there 
is mo doubt about their artistic advan- 
tages, and it is pleasant to feel, in these 
days of white and yellow bungalows, with 
their biue, green or scarlet roofs, that the 
old-fashioned thatch is not only tolerated, 


but actually renewed when necessary.

I have recently been reading a 
powerfully written novel of English life, 
which treats very vividly of the impact 
of the Great War on the people of an in- 
dustrial community, yet does not lose 
that effect, which every novel should pre- 
serve, of the prior importance of the in- 
dividual compared with States and 
nations.

BEAULIEU 


Situated in the valley of the Boyn 
near Drogheda, Beaulieu is one of th 
oldest houses of its type in Ireland. Ii 
was built in 1665, and the doors and eaves 
of the Caroline period remain. Its chief 
interest is the magnificent hall, rising to 
two storeys, with fine eighteenth-century 
carvings. Around the walls are the 

rtraits of William and his Consort, 
‘here is a remarkable panel—evidently 
early - eighteenth ‘century—of Drogheda 
with its fortifications. The mansion was 
originally the property of the O'Farrell 
family. and then passed to the Plunkets. 
John Plunket and his wife Alecia founded 
a church within the manor as far back as 
the close of the thirteenth century, in the 
reign of Edward II. Beaulieu was made the 
headquarters of Sir Phelim O'Neill in his 
gallant defence of Drogheda; the owner 
at the time was Richard Plunket, who 
was a colonel in O'Neill's army. It later 
came to the Tichbornes, and the present 
squire, Mr. R. J. Montgomery, inherited 
the place from his great-grandfather, Rev. 
Robert Montgomery, a former rector of 
Monaghan. There are many interesting 
treasures at Beanlieu, and the additions 
show the many phases of its history. A 
great deal of red pine is used in its con- 
struction, and the diningroom and hal! 


are panelled in this wood after the 
Jacobean fashion. 


ALMOST POET-LAUREATE 


Lord Chesterfield, during his Vice 
royalty of Ireland, was a frequent visitor 
to his great friend, the Lord Chief Justice 
Singleton, who was then occupying 
Beaulieu. It was here he met the poet, 
Henry Jones, and became his patron. 
Jones was a bricklayer, the son of humble 
parents. His talent for making verses 
interested Lord Chesterfield, and he 
brought him to Dublin. When Lord 
Chesterfield’s short reign closed in Ireland 
Henry Jones accompanied him to London, 
and remained his guest for some years.

THE EDUCATION DEBATE 


TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 
Sm,—From the official report of the Dail 
debate on the education estimates, just pub. 
lished. it transpires that, in the course of 
the discussion, certain statements which are 
both misleading and unfounded were made 
by the Minister for Education concerning the 
National Teachers’ Organisation. I trust, 


therefore, you will kindly grant me space to 


remove the false impression which the 
Minister's statements must have created in 


the minds of those who listened to him, or 


who may read them in the official report. 
In February, 1935, the Executive of the 


I.N.T.O. made formal written representation 


to the Minister for Education regarding the 
conduct and genera! deportment of one of 
the Department’s officers, suggesting, at the 
same time, a certain course of action in the 
they believed, of educational 
administration. ‘This Jetter was accompanied 
by some twenty extracts taken from letters 
received from teachers in various parts of the 
country, illustrative of the type of conduct 
about which complaint was being made. 

Beyond an Bi Amant, and a note 
sáying that the matter was under considera- 
tion, no reply was received until October, 
when the Executive were informed that their 
suggestion would not be acted on 
To a further communication addressed to 
him on the subject. the Minister replied on 
December 16th confirming the decision con- 
veved in his letter of October. 

The Executive again wrote to the Minister 
early in January, and to that letter.no repiy 
was vouchsafed. Not being satisfied with 
the manner in which the Minister had dealt 
with what they regarded as a very serious 
matter, the Executive had all the correspond. 
ence printed in pamphlet form. This 
pamphlet (omitting only the name of the 
individual officer concerned), was sent to 
every member of the Dail, with a request 
that interested deputies would, during the 
debate on the education estimate, endeavour 
to obtain from the Mimister a clearer explana- 
lion of his attitude towards complaints cf 
this nature than he had condescended to 
give to the Teachers Organisation. 

During the dehate the matter was referred 
to very briefly by Deputy Gearoid O’Sulli- 
van, and at some considerable length hy 
Deputy Tadhg Murphy While the latter 
was speaking the Minister intervened to say 
that the charges were not vouched for. ‘A 
list of cases was given, he said, “but the 
only information we had \ as the names of 
the counties in which the incidents were 
stated to have occurred We were not sup- 
plied with the names of the teachers or -he 
sehools in guestion.'” When Deputy Murphy 
inquired if the Minister or his Department 

d taken any steps that would enable them 
to identify the schools or teachers concerned, 
the Minister answered—‘‘ We got no aasist- 
ance."’ Replying at the close of the debate, 
Mr. O’Deirg made the following statement -— 

“I should like to eall the attention of 
the House to the fact that the circular 
that was sent out to deputies did not 
give either the names of the schools or 
the names oí the teachers in question, 
and that when representations were made 
to the Department of Education about 
this officer, representatives of. the 
teachers were, asked to supply the names 
of the schools or of. the teachers in 
- rae ae, and they declined to do so. 
So that it was extremely difficult for the 
Department’ of Education to make 
inguiries,’* 

I desire to state, very definitely and 
specifically, that no request for the names of 
schools or teachers, or for any other particu- 
lars, was at any time made to the Teachers’ 
Executive, and conseyuently there was, and 
there could have been, no refusal to supply 
them, AA 

On the contrary, the Minister and the off 
cials of his Department must have been well 
aware that if these particulars were demande 
the Executive was in a position. and wa; 
quite willing, to supply them. During the 
discussion which took place at the Conference 
on Inspection in December, 1934, the I.N.T.O 
representatives mentioned on more than one 
occasion complaints of a similar nature 


which had been received from teachers, and 
gee out that they had there with them 
he actual let prepared to pro- 


eye i rs if required. 
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the Minister complaint regarding the officer 
concerned had been made to the Department 
in at least two specific instances, in which 
the names of the teachers and schools con- 
cerned were given, and one teacher from 
whose letter an extract was forwarded had 
already sent a complaint direct to the Minis- 
ter himself. 

In their first letter to the Minister the 
Executive, referring to the extracts which 
were being forwarded  wrote:—* The state- 
ments contained in these extracts have all 
been made over the names of the teachers 
concerned.”’ 

If the Minister had any doubt that the 
extracts were genuine why was there not 
some hint to that effect given to the Execu- 
tive during the seven months which elapsed 
before he announced his decision? Every 
scrap of correspondence that passed between 
the Receulive and the Minister is printed in 
the pamphlet circulated to deputies. They 
will search in vain for any suggestion from 
the Minister that he required further particu 
lars or that he did not accept the extracts 
sent to him as bona-fide. In the reply on 
October 5th the Department stated that ‘‘ the 
representations put forward were considered 
in conjunction with the material available in 
the office,” but there was no suggestion that 
these representations were based on imaginary 
complaints; nor was there any request that 
further particulars should be supplied. 

In the course of their reply to this com- 
munication the Executive stated :— 

“This formal complaint was made only 
after the most careful consideration of all 
the available evidence. To support their 
representations the Executive furnished 
you with several extracts from astate- 
ments signed by teachers whose schools 
Mr. - visited. . . . It has not 
been suggested that the statements sub 
mitted to you are either untrue or ex- 
aggerated. The Executive cannot. bu’ 
hope that conduct such as is described 
in some of these extracts would meet 
with the strongest official disapproval.” 

Though it was not intended as such and 
was meant as a mere statement of fact, this 
passage from the Executive's letter was a 
virtval challenge to the Minister regarding 
the bona-fides of the extracts quoted. If he 
had then any doubts, or if he were anxious to 
investigate the complaints contained fn these 
statements, one might expect that his obvious 
course would have heen to ask for detailed 
particulars. If he had any reason to think 
the charges were other than genuine was 1 
not his duty to the officer concerned to de- 
mand that they should be substantiated ? 

Now he tells the Dail that the teachers 
were, in fact, asked for these particulars. 
and that they declined to give them. That 
statement I most emphatically deny. I chal- 
lenge the Minister to be more specific. Is 
he prepared to say when, where and to whom 
was the request for particulars made and by 
whom was that request refused ? 

It is bad enough that the Minister should 
have refused to take the necessary dis 
ciplinary action demanded by the teachers. 
It is infinitely worse that he should have 
tried to cover up his inaction and to get out 
of an awkward situation by what looks very 
like a deliberate attempt to mislead the Dail 
and to misrepresent the attitude of the 
Teachers’ Organisation.--Yours. etc.,

LABOUH PARTY BLAMED 


Mr. McGOVERN (U.L, Ce ig spoke 
en the vote. After referring to the high cost 
of salarres in the Department, he said that 
ii was moO use increasing agricultural pro- 
duction unless they had a market for their 
produce. The Government was realising that 
the best policy was to secure their share of 
the British market, and was ‘‘ creeping back 
by the back door.” Stecks were bei 
depreciated to such an extent that it uil 
take a lifetime to replace the damage which 
had been caused during the last few years. 
The dairy farmers could not carry on at the 
unremunerative price of 4d. a gallon for milk. 

The Labour Party were more to blame for 
the conditions m agriculture than were the 
Government. The day of reckoning was not 
far away. If the Minister had not insulted 
the farmers by calling them dishonest, it 
might have been possiblé to have discussed 
this vote with patience. 

Mr. RYAN (F.F., Tipperary, North) said 
he was associated with a creamery in Tipper- 
ary, and he could say that the last year was 
at least as successful as any of the preceding 
years. Deputy Morrissey had incorrectly 
stated that farm labourers in Tipperary were 
paid 5s. a week. In fact, they were paid 
double that. He thought, and a great body 
of their people believed, that there was no 
other course open to the Government in order 
to deal with the situation than to accept the 
policy being preached by Fianna Fail. 
Farmers were aware of the adverse condi- 
tions with which agriculture all over the 
rid was faced, and the farmers in North 
Tipperary, at least, appreciated what was 
being done for them. 

Mrs. CONCANNON (F.F., Nat. Univer- 
sity) urged the provision of schools for 
training women in domestic economy and 
science, She asked the Minister to establish 
a rural school of domestie science on the 
Aran Islands. 


SALARIES UP BY £63,000 


Mr. W. COSGRAVE (U.L, Cork City) 
said that one was struck with the lack of 
support to institutions such as were men- 
tioned by Mrs. Concannon. In 1932-55 there 
was £7,597 spent on Athenry domestic 
economy institution, and last year the sum 
oí £5.637 was being provided. That year 
the total provided for agricultural schools 
and farms was £24,904, against £30,999 in 
the year 1932-33. The Minister had main- 
tained that, in considering the items for, his 
Department, they should be considered in the 
light of the Minister's problems, but the 
Minister had to solve these problems and 
deal with them, and also deal with the 
problem that the country was faced with 
eving to the Minister's policy. 

Salaries in the department had gone up by 
£63,000, but it was more remarkable that, 
notwithstanding that increase, the department 
had produced less and was doing less for 

roduction through the country, although it 

d twice the number of officials. In 1952- 
1933 these officials numbered 1,068, to-day 
they were, roughly, 2,071. In fact the 
Minister had over nine hundred officials to 
help him in the problems he had to solve. 
There had been a general reduction in the con- 
structive work. Advances made for the pur- 
chase of stallions had gone down from £1,500 
to £750; for the purchase of premium bulls 
from £14,000 to £7,900. and the provision 
for getting rid of turebculous cows was £500 
lower than it was in 1932-1933. The number 
ef these cows was very small, but it was a 
matter that should engage the most careful 
attention of the department, and ne rapidity 
woul-l be too fast in getting rid of them. But 
siill the Minister's activities in that respect 
were reduced by one-twelfth of the sum pro- 
vided five years ago. There were similarly 
serio 18 reductions in regard to provisions for 
the improvement of livestock, and, in spite of 
what the Minister had said about getting rid 
of the Ulster pig, where was the evidence 
behind his sincerity in that matter? Another 
serious reduction in the estimate was that 
in regard to improved milk production. Five 
wears ago the sum provided for that was 
£27,000, last year it was £22,500. 


FROM BAD TO WORSE 


Deputy Concannon. Mr. Cosgrave said, 
had referred to the importance of women in 
the agricultural life of the community, but 
that importance was largely discounted “i the 
reduction of poultry in the country. All the 
nonsense that was going on should be ge gs 
ut the Minister could not get out of the 

sition he was in, although he was aware 
t was going from bad to worse. . 

The Gevernment was standing in the way 

the farmers’ prosperity, and its policy 
was responsible for loss, privation, suilering 
and mental disorder, and the grave in certain 
cases. First-class beef in England com- 
manded 40s. ver cwt., but the most that 
could be got here was 25s. per cwt., and was 
it any wonder there would byte ance = 
the part of agriculturists an e peopl 
mn the Dail weed be inclined to lose their 
temper when they saw that situation opcur- 
ring? The Government was simply adking 
the British Government to examine its left- 
hand pocket while it was looking to the 
right. The British Government was getting 
every penny of the disputed moneys, and no 
one knew it better than the Minister. Under 
the Pigs and Bacon Act there was a cost of 
£16,000, which was a blister upon the pig 
production of the country, and at the present 
prices available was it reasonable to expect 
them to keep up a Government Department 
at their expense? Huge sums were made 
available for the factories in Roscrea and 
Waterford, which were not for normal busi- 
ness, but to deal with an immediate situation 
confronting them The Minister had got to 
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fight the economic war, which he knew from 
the day he had entered it that he had lost. 

The dispute with Engsand must be settled 
some time. It was similar to the dispute 
between France and Germany, which had 
begun in 1870 and which had been the curse 
of Europe ever since. The sooner the 
Minister realised that the sooner his Depart- 
ment could settle down to real work and the 
sooner would the people return to some little 
prosperity. 


“UNITED AND SOLID” 


Mr. J. EVERETT (Labour, Wicklow) said 
that he objected to any suggestion of a token 
PA tay rey of a penny—to England. The 
sabour Party stood united and solid to-day, 
as before, in their determination to help the 
Government to win their “row” with 
England. The Government, he suggested, 
should establish a Wages Board to regulate 
agricultural wages. 
Mr. 8. MINCH (U.1., Kildare) said that 
the Labour ay, Ae “ny take a keen interest 
in getting the blin dock workers to do 
their duty properly. Wheat was brought in 
and slung into the warehouses. The gangers 
or gaffers did not appear to have the slightest 
authority over em. In regard to the 
Government's own officials, it was impossible 
sometimes to get seed wheat in some areas 
owing to the wire system. The ground 
that had been prepared for wheat would have 
to be used for either oats or barley. The 
Government was going to be faced with the 
terrible problem of over-production in these 
two crops—oats and bariey—in the coming 
year. In addition there would be large stocks 
of last year’s barley still on the hands of 
some of the factors, and there would be a 
grain crisis in the country if steps were not 
taken to remedy the situation, | 


WORKERS’ WAGES 


The unskilled workers in the beet factories 
were being paid four times as much as were 
agricultaral labourers, and Deputy Norton, 
instead of making a long destructive speech, 
would have been better employed had he sug- 
cested some means whereby the wages paid 
by the factories could be more justly 
distributed.

Mr. FINLAY (U.1., Leix-Offaly) said that 
if beet could be grown profitably at 37s.

Because, he said, they had 
in cattie another commodity which was pay- 
ing much better. 

Mr. R. & ANTHONY (ltdependent, Cork) 
said that the increase in the number of 
officials was causing uneasiness in the coun- 
try, and something should be done about it. 
Mr. O'LEARY (Cork) said that by the time 
the Coal-Cattle Pact would be in operation 
for ten years this country would have paid 
fifty million pounds to Britain. He said that 
he had seen in the streets of Macroom fifty 
cattle which had heen bought for 7s. 64. 
each, and which had subsequently been driven 
over into Kerry and sold for 50s. for the 
factory at Roscrea 


FIANNA FAIL’S POLICY 


Mr. MAGUIRE (F.F., Sligo-Leitrim) said 
that the Opposition should not be charging 
the Government with responsibility for the 
economic war when they know the facts to 
be otherwise. Fianna Fail was convinced 
that their policy had brought good results 
to the community. The cattle trade had 
been hit, but there were good prices for 
other commodities, and it was anything but 
fair to the farmers for deputies to mis- 
gy them as bankrupts. 

r. WALL (U.1., Waterford) said that 
he believed that Ireland could grow wheat 
and beet successfully, but he did not think 
that that they could be looked upon as a 
paying substitute for the cattle trade. They 
would make a good corrollary to the cattle 
trade, but could not stand alone. 

Mr. RODDY (U.1., Leitrim-Sligo) asked if 
the deputies on the Government side were 
prepared to say that by fighting the economic 
war they were strengthening the independence 
of the country. Was it not a fact that they 
were really strengthening Britain's economic 
stranglehold by entering inte such agreements 
as the coal-cattle pact? The number of 
cattle exported did not matter. What really 
mattered was the return secured, and between 
1931 and 1935 there had been a drop of over 
£7,000,000 in the income from live-ctech 
exports. 


BANKS AND FARMS 


Mr, FAGAN (U.L., Longford-Westmeath) 
said that every country in the world was 
fostering and treasuring agriculture, while 
their Government had wrecked it. Increased 
tillage without live-stock—they were inter- 
dependent—was a dream, and the Govern- 
ment was dreaming. Owing to the policy of 
the Government, there was not a Free State 
bank which would lend 6d. on the security 
of a farm. 

Mr. P. J. ROGERS (U.I., Leitrim-Sligo) 
said that the farmers in his county were 
down and almost bankrujt, and the agricul- 
tural labourers were living on doles and free 
beef. The Government policy was making 
slaves of the men and women of the country. 

Mr. P. DALY (U.1., E. Cork) said that 
the economic war, which had been brought 
about by the incompetent policy of the 
Government, was the cause of all their mis- 
fortunes. © Never before had the farmers’ 
wives to work so hard, and never before 
had the farmers’ danghters such a dismal 
future in front of them. The Labour Party 
had for the past three or four years helped 
the Government in its policy of ruin and 
destruction among the farmers and agricul- 
tural workers, and it was a bit late now 
for the Labour Party to start thinking of the 
agricultural workers. 

The vote on the motion, if it had been 
taken the previous night, might have meant 
the defeat of the Government. That day 
wires had been sent out all over the country 
to bring the deputies to the House. That 
showed the disheartened condition of the 
Government Party. Fianna Fail conventions 
all over the country were being eo petty

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Mr. KEYES (Labour, Limerick) said that , 
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MINISTER’S REPLY 
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Replying, Dr. RYAN (Minister for Agri- 
ture) said that a bill was being prepared 
with the problem of barley and oats.

Fianna Fail were adding to the wealth of the 
country if they were producing things here 
which, up to the time they came into office, 
were imported.

They had now arrested the strong tendency 
to reduction. 


PIGS AND BACON 


The Pigs and Bacon Act was not due to 
the economic war, as suggested by Deputy 
Cosgrave. They had a similer Act in Nor- 
thern Ireland. Previous to it here the price 
ew was absurd, in many cases changing 
rom day to day and from factory to 
factory. The O ition told him that the 
Government had killed the pig trade, but in 
1931 they had exported k2 975 000 and im- 
ported £1,460,000, while in 1935 they had 
exported £2,275,000 and had imported none. 
That was three times better than the past 
Government. They had done much better, 
taking in us igs and everything, in 1935 
than they had e in 1981. 

He wanted it to be known that, the policy 
of the Government was to find the largest 
“amare market for agricultural produce at 
ome and abroad. The figures of the trade 
with Germany, Spain, and other countries 
had to be audited and published. The 


deputies on the other side would be dis- ‘

There was always a 
mortality of about 60,000 calves, and when 
they brought in a subsidy on calf skins it 
was a small insurance to the man against 
his calf dying. He thought it would be 
good if they could get veal consumed to 
some extent. That was ove of the ideas 
they had in mind when the bounty was 
given on calf skins. 


THE CANNING FACTORIES 


They did not do any canning of meat in 
Roscrea for consumption in this country. 
Ganning for home consumption was done at 
Waterford, and young cattle were bought for 
the purpose. t was estimated that the 
whole cost of the factory in the coming year 
would be £47,000, while the receipts would 
be £25,000. About ten thousand cattle 
would be used. 

During the ten years of the previous 
Administration, the Minister said, there had 

n a continuous stream of people to 
America, but, of course, Mr. Cosgrave said 
that they were visiting their friends there. 
Most of them had stayed on the visits.

Mr. Michael McGrath, Chairman of the 
Leitrim Board of Health, occupied the chair 
and the attendance included Messrs. D. 
Morrissey, T.D. and W. Davin, T.D. Mr. 
Coburn, T.D., was unable to be present. 

The Chairman said that Fianna Fail had 
romised at the last election to introduce a 
Town Tenants’ Bill, but had not done so, 
and that meeting should make it clear that 
they would not be put off with any more 
false promises. 

With regard to the Tribunal which it was 
proposed to set up, he thought that it was 
merely a case of ‘‘ sending the fool farther.” 
The Rivectudeens knew very well the — 
ances of the town tenants, but some of the

MORE ACTIVITY URGED 


Mr. P. J. MacNamara, Ballina, said that 
the town tenants must get more active and 
must take a very keen interest in their orga- 
nisation if they were to secure a legislative 
measure which would once and for all settle 
the grievances from which the town tenants 
had n suffering so long. 

The first question they had to decide was 
whether or not the Government was serious 
about the Tribunal which it proposed to set 
up. 
He supposed they would be having an 
election within the next twelve months, and 
it would not do for the Government to come 
along and say that a Tribunal had been set 
up and that nothing could be done in the 
meantime. 

“It is up to us,” said the speaker, ' to 
put forward some candidates of our own at 
the next election. Even if we succeeded in 
getting only two or three elected we might 

e able to hold the balance of power in the 
Dail and dictate our terms.” 

Mr. Morrissey, T.D., expressed pleasure at 
seeing such a veteran fighter in the chair. 
He himself had been connected with the 
town tenants’ movement for twenty or 
twenty-two years, and it seemed very strange 
to him that afte, all the agitation carried on 
over all those years the should be asked by 
responsible Ministers of the Government to 
tell them exactly what the town tenants 
wanted. Evidence had been given over and 
over again, and the report of the Meredith 
Commission was available in black and white. 


ORGANISATION 


If the tenants were organised and fully 
Alive to their own interests neither the pre- 
sent nor any other Government could ignore 
them. The best and quickest way towards 
what they wanted to get done in the Dail 
was from that day seriously to make an 
attempt to organise the town tenants; for one 
thing, and one thing only, would influence 
the Revdinsennd: and that was public pressure. 
The tenants demanded justice; that their 
rights should be safeguarded, and that they 
should have security in their homes. 

“The Tribunal,”’ said Mr. Morrissey, “as 
I said in the Dail, is so much eyewash. It 
is not going to elicit any fresh facts—it was 
never intended to do ao. ' 

They wanted free men on the Tribunal, he 
added. 

Mr. W. P. Keegan, County Councillor, 
Gorey, said that he was a strong supporter 
of the present Government, but what they 
would get from any Government depended 
upon the amount of push they put into it. 

Mr. Davin, T.D., said that he would take 
the responsibility of advising them to recog: 
nise the Tribunal. limited though it might be 
in its terms of reference. Thousands of city 
slum-dwellers were looking to that conference 
to put their case before the Tribunal. He 
advised them to prepare details of a dozen 
or fifteen typical cases to put before the 
Tribunal. His party were satisfied that the 
Government had all the information they 
— if they desired to do the right 

ng. 

The UM of unity must not, be over- 
looked. If they put their grievances to the 
Government through one organisation, it 
would be impossible for Mr. Ruttledge, or 
anybody else, to say that the town tenants 
did not know what they wanted. 

Mr. Laurence Bowes, Birr, read a resolu- 
tion forwarded to Mr. de Valera by his 
branch, requesting him to inquire into the 
town tenants’ grievances. 


EVICTIONS 


Mr. A. Byrne, General Secretary of the 
United Town Tenants’ Organisation, said 
that he did not believe in the Tribunal, 
because its hands were tied. They should 
get sOme guarantee that evictions would 
cease pending the findings of the Tribunal. 

“The days of eviction in the Free State 
are over,”’ he declared. 

Mr. John P. Lavelle, solicitor, represent- 
ing the National Town Tenants’ Organisa- 
tion, read correspondence with the Minister 
for Justice, and dealt with the legal aspect 
of the situation. 

Mr. John L. Brown, Secretary, National 
Town Tenants’ Organisation, said that he 
had believed in President de Valera, but if 
he and his Ministers had among them col- 
lectively a piece of human soul they would 
have come to the assistance of the town 
tenants, and passed a suitable bill. 

After a protracted discussion, during which 
several delegates suggested that they should 
withdraw support from the Fianna Fáil Part 
unless they got prompt satisfaction, the fol 
lowing resolution was unanimously adopted, 
on the motion of Mr. J. L. Brown, seconded 
by Mr. W. P. Keegan :— 

“That this conference accepts the 
Tribunal, provided that a limit of not more 
than six months be set by the Government 
for the duration of its sittings, and that.

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ELEGATES from all parts of the Irish 

1) Free State attended the annual Council 

meeting of the Irish Nurses’ Union, 

which was held at 24 Nassau street, Dublin, 
yesterday. 

Miss it. Healy (president) expressed the 
fear that there was a lack of keen co-opera- 
tion among nurses generally. There was still 
a tendency for some nurses to look down upon 
others, and also a certain amount of disunity 
between general trained nurses and midwives. 
This feeling, however, was di ring, 
especially in Southern branches. fact 
that one section of nurses did the work which 
should be done by another was to be ig yew 
Midwives had very responsible work, but she 
did not admire those who undertook the 
work of general trained nurses. The Nurses’ 
Union, she said, had gained many advantages 
for the profession, but they still wanted 
keener co-operation in orgamisation matters. 
There was still required a better professional 
attitude towards one another. As it was felt 
that a nurse should be available when matters 
concerning nurses were mn considered, the 
Union had been advocating the appointment of 
an Advisory Nurse to the Department of 
Local Government. 

Miss A. Smithson, Secretary, in her annual 
report, stated that the membership of the 
Union was now 937, including 150 in the City 
and County of Dublin. The National Nursing 
Service was now in the hands of the Hospitals’ 
Commission. That involved many difficulties. 
The Minister for Local Government would 
not at present ES a nurse in an advisory 
capacity to the Department, but a definite 
promise had been given that nurses’ claims 
to certain positions now held by lay people 
would be carefully considered. 

The adoption of the report was moved by 
the President, and seconded by Miss Murphy, 
Cork, who complained that the South rk 
Board of Health had refused to allow the 
nurses to attend the post graduate course. A 
resolution was adopted protesting against the 
attitude of the Board. 

it was decided to request the Minister for 
Local Government to standardise salaries and 
conditions of service in country institutions. 

Resolutions were passed calling for one 
night off for night nurses and the abolition of 
continuous night duty ; requesting the Govern. 
ment not to interfere with midwives, whose 
homes did not fulfil all the requirements of 
the Maternity Homes Registration Act, pro- 
vided that the midwife in charge had a good 
record; urging the inclusion on the Selection 
Board of the Local Appointments Commis- 
sion of a qualified nurse to advise in connec- 
tion with nursing appointments ; and consider- 
ing that the amount of £30 a year mentioned 
in the bill for pensions for nurses and mid- 
wives was not sufficient. 


PENSIONS SCHEME 
Dr. R. E. Davitt, T.D., said that, in his 


opinion, the public was not sufficiently appre- 
ciative of its nurses. Those elected to repre- 
sent the public would soon have an 
5 ghana | of showing their appreciation of 
the work done by nurses and midwives when 
their Pension Bill came before the Dail. He 
was in complete agreement with their demand 
for short hours and more favourable working 
conditions. 

Dealing with the pension scheme, Dr. Davitt 
said that, as outlined, it had limitations and 
imperfections, but the measure should at least 
have the support of everyone as regards its 
main principles. The fact that the Govern- 
ment demanded a certain standard of 
efficiency from nurses carried with it the re- 
sponsibility that this efficiency should be 
recompensed, and that nurses, after a useful 
and active life, would not have to face the 
fear of poverty and want in their retirement. 

If the Government did not sponsor. the 
present bill, nevertheless its introduction into 
the Dail might result in something more satis- 
factory being decided on in the future. 

He did not believe that a pension of £50 a 
year was sufficient, but if that was all that 
could be allowed he did not think that the 
bill should be rejected by the Nurses’ Union. 
The important thing was to have the prin- 
ciple of such a bill admitted

The evidence before the Fruit and 
Vegetables Tribunal continues to tell the 
same story. It is a consistent story of 
growers’ carelessness in regard to the

due to the retailers’ desire for large 
profits, «The proceedings before the 
Tribunal have modified this view. It is 
clear that, through the time-honoured 
practice of “ putting the bad stuff under- 
neath,”’ a large proportion of any consign- 
ment of fruit or vegetables from the 
average Irish farm cannot be sold to the 
exacting customer, and that consignments 
generally are packed so badly, and so 
little attention is paid to grading, that 
the retailers must spend time and money 
in doing that work for themselves. 
Manifestly these omissions on the growers’ 
part must increase the retailers’ costs, and 
hence the price to the public. We do not 


universally guiltless of profiteering, or 
that all Irish growers of fruit and 
vegetables are remiss. There must be 
many growers who realise the value of 
sound, modern methods; but far too 
mariy, as the evidence shows, are content 
to go on in the old, slipshod—often dis- 
honest—manner, refusing to realise that, 
in such circumstances, their wares cannot 
hope to compete with the beautifully 
packed and marketed produce of other 
countries. At one time or another, during 
the proceedings of the last two days, the 
condition in which Irish apples, lettuce, 
cauliflower, cabbage, tomatoes and Brussels 
sprouts come to market has been attacked 
by various witnesses. ‘‘ Virtually no 
attempt is made to grade and pack, to 
make fruit look attractive; and little 
attempt is made to clean or trim vegetables 
for market,” said one witness. “ Our life 
is one long apologia for Dublin produce. 
and unless something is done Dublin stuff 
will be cut out altogether,” said another. 
Something can be done, and must be done. 
Irish growers can be made to realise that 
their methods need improvement, and that, 
if they fail to improve them, the loss will 
be theirs. To impose tariffs on imported 
fruit and vegetables while the [Irish 
growers refuse to supply the home-grown 
produce in decent condition would be a 
minor tyranny. It is apparent that the 
entire fruit and vegetable industry of this 
country first must be reorganised from 
soil to shop counter. . The institution of a 
““ national mark ” for properly graded and 
packed produce has been suggested. It 
deserves a trial. 


The Census 


A hundred and fifteen years have passed 
since the day when, for the first time, the 
enumeration of the people of Ireland was 
successfully and correctly set down in 
facts and figures. The time has now come 
round again at which the people and their 
professions, the peculiarity of their habits, 
the number of offspring, and their habita- 
tions must be counted and checked, filed, 
indexed and totted into a total that will 
at some distant date be as grist to the 
mill of the income tax collector, the 
rating authority, the school attendance 
inspector, the politician, and the his- 
torian. The Census of Population is due 
to take place on the night of the 26th 
day of this month, and it is all part of 
the system to which, from the earliest 
days, communities of people have ever 
and ever more inclined. Almost in the 
dawn of time censuses were taken to deter- 
mine the number of fighting men in a 
country or the number of people from 
whom tribute might be levied, and along 
the intervening years there has now come 
down to every householder an ever-growing 
oficial questionnaire which must be 
answered to the last detail. Speaking 
before the Statistical and Social Inquiry 
Society of Ireland last night, Mr. Stanley 
Lyon, head of the Free State Statistica! 
Department, gave an outline of the coming 
inquiry; and we are glad to note from 
his remarks that, despite the very change” 
conditions in our economic life in the last 
few years, the number of new questions 
to be answered is not by any means great. 
There are, it is true, some new questions 
relative to occupation and employment ; 
but these, as a whole, were to be expected 
in view of the industrial revival. A 
special question will be asked relative to 
spells of unemployment during the twelve- 
month preceding the Census date, together 
with an inquiry into the cause, or causes, 
of such unemployment; replies relating to 
occupation will be required only in respect 
of persons over fourteen years of age— 
instead of from persons over twelve years 
of age, as previously—and the Govern- 
ment’s interest in the housing problem is 
reflected in a question which sets out to 
obtain information as to the number of 
vacant habitable and uninhabitable houses. 
All these queries refer to matters which 
are of vital interest to the State and the 
individual, and from a Government that 
seems to tend ever more towards 
nationalisation of everything we may say 
that we expected many and more irritating 
forms. For this relief much thanks.

ERR HITLER’S proposals are looked 
upon in official circles here as 
roviding a basis for negotiations, with the 
‘will make concessions 
to«meet the French point of view. It is 
true that the proposals omit points of 
importance, but, on the whole, they are a 
valuable contribution towards the peace 
efforts. Herr von Ribbentrop was at the 
Foreign Office to-day for several hours dis- 
cussing the proposals and elucidating 
doubtful points with Mr. Eden. The 
British reception is very different from that 
given to the proposals in Paris, where the 
newspapers are extremely bitter. The 
Petit Parisien describes the proposals as 
impertinence, hypocrisy and spurious poli- 
tical romanticism, and the French Govern- 
ment is so deeply concerned that it is 
calling its British, Italian and German 
Ambassadors to Paris to discuss the posi- 
tion with M. Flandin. It is expected here 
that France will press forward a demand 
for the immediate opening of the Genera! 
Staff conversations. 


The German Note 


M. Flandin, the French Foreign 
Minister, will probably urge the British 
Government to call an early meeting of 
the Locarno Treaty Powers to deal with 
the German Note, but on this point it is 
unlikely that the British Government will 
give way easily. It is recognised that the 
Note must be thoroughly examined in 
detail before it can be submitted to a 
conference, since it contains much propa- 
ganda in addition to the special pleading. 
The French attitude is complicated by a 
forthcoming general election, and the 
Government of the Republic is most 
anxious to settle something as soon as 

ssible. Should the Locarno Treaty 
ba meet under the stress of present 
events, however, it is probable that there 
would be a complete halt in the progress 
towards understanding. 


The Watch on the Rhine 


Mr. Anthony Eden pressed Herr von 
Ribbentrop to-day for assurance on the 
point that Germany will not begin to build 
fortifications in the Rhimeland during the 
suggested four months’ interval for quiet 
and reflection. It appears that the German 
attitude on this point—that fortifications 
cannot be organised in so short a space of 
time, and, therefore, the point is neg}i- 
gible—does not satisfy Britain. It is 
understood that Herr von Ribbentrop 
emphasised the German argument that 
the proposed Staff talks are unnecessary, 
and likely to make negotiations difficult. 
Mr. Eden is to make a statement in the 
House of Commons to-morrow on the 
German proposals and their implications. 


The Stock Markets 


One of the most reassuring features of 
this week has been the manner in which 
the Stock Markets withstood the strain 
imposed by fluctuations in the European 
situation. Many people who have been 
uncertain about recent developments have 
turned to the Stock Markets for an inter- 
pretation, and have been reassured by the 
confident front presented and by the free- 
dom with which transactions have been 
carried out. The reception accorded to 
the German reply is evidence that this 
confidence has not been misplaced. Since 
the occupation of the Rhineland there have 
been moments of anxiety fraught with dis- 
turbing possibilities, but the Stock 
Markets have looked beyond them, and 
from present appearances that attitude has 
been justified. 


The Government Defeat 


In the Lobby of the House of Commons 
to-day there was much good-humoured 
Labour raillery of the Conservatives on 
account of the Government defeat last 
night. The matter was really of small 
importance, but the Government think it 
may convey a bad impression in the 
country. Immediately after the rising of 
the House last night the Prime Mimister 
had a long interview with Captain 
Margesson,. the Chief Whip, and as a 
result there will be a tightening up of the 
regulations regarding attendance oí 
Government supporters. The total number 
taking part in the division was less than 
one-half of the House, and it is probable 
that in future the Whips will see that 
there will be sufficient members in the pre- 
cincts of the House to give the Govern- 
ment a majority. This morning there was 
a court of inquiry regarding voting of 
Government supporters, among whom were 
twenty-three Conservatives, five Nationa! 
Liberals and three National Labour 
members who had refused to obey the 
order of the Whips and had voted against 
the Government. All these members wil! 
be subject to a severe reprimand. 


Football Pools 


The House is to debate to-morrow the 
bill designed to put an end to footba! 
pools. During the past few days ther 
has been a great deal of lobbying in favour 
of the bill, which is a private one intro- 
duced by Mr. R. J. Russell, but 8» 
Reginald Clarry, the member for Newport 
has put down an amendment declaring 
that, “ while sympathetic towards the 
regulation of football betting, the Hous: 
of Commons considers the proposals 
of the bill to be an unjustifiable inter- 
ference with private liberty.’ Sir 
Reginald remarked to-day that in 1934 the 
House passed the Betting and Lotteries 
Act, excluding football pools. Mr, Neville 
Chamberlain has already stated that he 
thinks it unlikely that the Government 
will do anything to interfere with the 
pools. , 


Irish Labour 


The Minister of Labour is to be ques-

M. FLANDIN WILL ASK FOR LOCARNO POWERS’

After the meeting of the French Council 
of Ministers, which is expected to be held 
on Monday, and at which the French posi- 
tion on the international situation will be 
decided, M. Flandin will ask the British, 
Belgian and Italian Governments to send 
representatives to a meeting of the Locarno 
Powers. 

The arguments in the first part of the 
German Memorandum, dealing with 
President Wilson’s fourteen points and 
affirming that Locarno also was a dictated 
peace, are dismissed here as too feeble to 
require examination. 

The second part, replying to the pro- 
posals of the Locarno Powers, is regarded 
in French quarters as completely negative. 
The Locarno Powers had agreed, it is 
stated, that before negotiations could be 
opened for the organisation of European 
peace the international law broken by 
Germany must be re-established, at least 
in part. With this end in view certain 
measures had been provided. These the 
Reich rejected, also refusing to have the 
Franco-Soviet Treaty brought before The 
Hague Tribunal. 


SILENT REFUSAL 


Neither does the Reich accept the de- 
militarised zone oí twenty kilometres, it is 
pointed out here, nor does it mention the 
prohibition of fortification construction. 
This silence is interpreted as a refusal, 
which the Reich prefers not to express 
openly, knowing that the British Govern- 
ment attributes the same importance to 
that prohibition as does the Government 
of France. 

The only feature of this part of the

O settlement was reached at the con- 
ference yesterday between Irish Coal 
Importers, Ltd., and the trade unions 
regarding the coal stoppage. After a dis- 
cussion lasting about two hours the con- 
ference, held under the auspices of the 
Department of Industry and Commerce, 
broke down without any arrangements 
being made for a further meeting. 

The sub-committee which represented 
Irish Coal Importers, Ltd., at the meeting 
is said to have stated that the Association 
was prepared to discuss the coal workers’ 
grievances on condition that the embargo 
on other enterprises carried out by the 
merchants affected by the strike was 
lifted. y 

The unions declined to agree to this, 
and the importers’ representatives said that 
they were not in a position to negotiate 
on any other terms, as they had not a 
mandate to. do so. 

After a determined effort on the part of 
Mr. D. O'Sullivan, Department of Industry 
and Commerce, who presided at the con- 
ference, to keep the parties together, the 
meeting broke up. 

At a subsequent meeting of strike 
pickets at the Seamen’s Hall, Pearse 
street, Dublin, Mr. J. Ellis, general secre- 
tary, Irish Seamen’s and Port Workers’ 
Union, reported on the conference. He 
said that the Minister s representative had 
endeavoured to fasten the blame for the 
stoppage of supplies of coal for the poor 
upon the unions. The merchants, too, had 
stated that supplies were available at their 
yards if the unions would only release 
them. He said that, in answer to this, the 
unions had informed Mr. O’Sullivan that 
the Government or the Corporation could 
bring in coal with the good-will of the 
strikers providing it was discharged by 
trade union labour and delivered at the 
new wage rates. The Minister’s repre 
sentative had been told further that if the 
coal was carted by the recognised city 
carriers—members of the Dublin Master 
Carriers’ Association—the workers em- 
ployed would receive even higher rates 
than those demanded from the coal 
merchants. 


STREET INCIDENTS 


During the day there were several inci- 
dents in connection with the stoppage. 
Hoarded supplies of coal in one shop were 
taken over by a party of men and women 
and divided up. A lorry from a non-union 
firm in the city area entered the Customs 
House Dock for a supply of coal yesterday 
morning, under police protection. Large 
crowds gathered at the Commons street 
exit and smaller crowds at the other gates. 
Pickets entered the docks and stood 
around while the driver and helper loaded 
the lorry with rough slack. The Guards 
formed a cordon between the parties. 
When the lorry was being filled there was 
some stone-throwing. After a wait of 
about ninety minutes the Guards cleared 
a pathway for the lorry and an escorting 
police tender, and the party left by the 
Store street gate. 

The demonstrators had evidently ex- 
pected that the cars would leave by the 
Commons street end, where a large party 
of men and women had formed up on each 
side of the street. Before the majority of 
the demonstrators could reach the new 
point of escape the lorry and its escort had 
successfully run the gauntlet of the 
En and passed up Amiens street to 

albot street. At the corner of Gardiner 
street it was intercepted by a crowd of 
persons, who smashed the wind-screen and 
attacked the occupants. The driver is said 
to have received some injuries, but he 
succeeded in getting away and drove his 
lorry towards the South City. 

A number of coal sellers were warned 
against profiteering during the day. 


SUPPLIES FOR THE POOR

The Times observes to-day in a leading 
article:——Not the least satisfactory oí the 
decisions of the past forty-eight hours has 
been announced by Dr. Goebbels, the 
Reich Minister for Propaganda. It 
decrees for Germany nearly three weeks 
of holiday from political speechmaking. 
There could be no better propaganda for 
peace at this moment than a respite from 
declamation All round. It would not, 
perhaps, be unwelcome to French states- 
men if they, too, could be spared at this 
moment the exigencies of a difficult elec- 
tion campaign, with more than three 
weeks of it still to run. The polemics af 
Press and platform, unavoidable as they 
are, were never less helpful. What is 
needed now is a period for quiet discussion 
and analysis of the ample material which 
lies on the table. The best sedative for 
the neurasthenia and irritability, which 
are the conspicuous affliction of European 
politics, will be a sober and unhurried 
investigation by the responsible con- 
sultants of the remedies that have been 
proposed for the disease. The disease is 
a deeply-seated lack of confidence, and, 
until the countries of Europe can be 
slowly brought back to the point of 
trusting someone and trying something, 
no remedy can have the _ smallest 
chance. The state of suspicion which 
prevails, not on one, but on both, sides 
of the Rhine, has been illustrated only 
too frequently during the past three years. 
and more especially during the past four 
weeks. 

Meanwhile the British demand is, adds 
The Times, that no obstruction of mere 
sentiment, mere suspicion or mere pre- 
judice, no deliberate preference for an 
agreement to differ shall bar the approach 
to an agreement to agree. It believes that 
Germany can, and ouglft to, make addi- 
tions to her proposals for the immediate 
future. It is also sure that the only 
practical way of testing German 
assurances is, broadly speaking, to accept 
them, since no one requires to be told that 
an assurance which is refused can never 
be tested. If international agreements 
cannot be reached without some measure 
of confidence, it is also indisputable that 
agreements are ultimately the only method 
by which confidence can be bred. 

If war is not to be welcomed for its 
own sake, the negotiation of peace must 
begin when suspicion is most fertile and 
contention most acute. By all the evidence 
that moment has arrived.

THE BOMBING OF THE . 
RED CROSS 


a——- 
(INFERVIEW WITH CAPT, BROPHIL.) 


In to-day’s article Captain M. Brophil, who 
has spent siz months in Abyssrma, super- 
vising a medical transport service, relates how 
his unit was murderously attacked by /talian 
airmen, who bombed and machtne-guined 
them for over an hour,: and how, eventually, 
they were obliged to abandon the Red Cross 
emblem. 

‘When Mr. Hickey and myself went to 
Africa we anticipated getting: it ..- But 
we little knew how rough and to it was 
going to be. It. was hell. As Cross 
workers we never expécted-to be treated in 
much the same manner as combatants. 

‘“* After crawling about Addis íor a couple 
of weeks, to accustom our lungs to the high 
altitude, and meeting several important 

le, including Sir ~ Sidney Barton; the 
ritish Ambassador, and his wife, Lady 
Barton, who has helped’ to organise the 
Ethiopian Women Workers’ Association for 
Red Cross pu s, we began to appreciate 
the innumerabie difficulties. that rendered an 
army corps almost im ible. Just about 
that time the Red Cross movement was 
ing strength, and we decided to tackle 

the transport end of the work. 

“Ina the course of a month we had six 
Red Cross units man for the ar, gr sár 9: 
England being gely’ responsi or the 
measure of progress bdo’ in. this direction. 
I was assi to No. 4 Unit, destined for 
Makale district. In addition to the native 
units we had the service of British, Egyptian, 
Swedish and Dutch ambulances, these being 
fully equipped with lorries. We used mules for 
transport, but for the greater part of the 
Journey the country was so bad that we had 
te plod along and lead them. The boots 
were actually worn off niy feet, and shortly 
afterwards he fell to pieces. 

“We did most of the journey at night, 
and men and mules, stumbling over the rough 
surface, slithering down miniature precipices 
and falling over boulders, carried wounds 
all over them. 


NIGHT RAIDS 


“We had a sufficiency of surgical instru- 
ments, but the food for the white workers 
was short. The British ambulance, also in 
the north, is fully vquipped, but the allow- 
ance of £600 a month is totally inadequate. 
There are eight doctors there—Dr. Melley, 
one of them, a Belfast ian. Dr. Schuffler, 
a Viennese practitioner. who had a hospital 
in Vienna before going to Africa, fed our 
unit. There were six of us all told, and it 
took ns a month to up with 160 m 
and thirty well-trained Abyssinian orterlies. 

“For a month we were in si of 
Italians, who had occupied Makale without 
resistance. Up to then the natives. had 
treated their wounded as best they could, 
which was very rough and ready, i . 
Virtually every night the natives raided 
Makale, and nearly every night they brought 


back overcoats with small slits in them, 
When they realised our function they began 
to bring in their own wounded more 
romptly, and we succeeded in saving many 
Saas. We looked after about 1,200 country 

ple suffering from bomb splinters, and we 
had some mustard gas cases, but Í saw no 
poison gas. 

"I think it was on the morning of January 
15th I was standing on the edge cf our area, 
beside the large red cross on the ground. 
Ras Mulghetta’s troops were nearly half a 
mile behind us. We were pitched in a small 
valley surrounded by hills. Suddenly a tri- 
motored "plane flew over the crest of the 
hill at such a low altitude that I could see 
the pilot. I waved to him, and he waved 
back. I pointed to the red cross on the 
ground and motioned with my hands to indi- 
cate there was nothing doing for him. He 
nodded. He hung round a while, but dropped 
no bombs. ne next morning at seven 
o'clock three of them came over and began 
it. Dr. Schufiler was in the middle of an 
operation, which had to be abandoned, while 
we dragged the patients roughly to a 
barricade of supply boxes I had thrown u 
among the rocks on the previous week. It 
had been a lucky thought on my part. For 
an hour the bombardment was continued 
with such intensity that we could not hear 
the noise oí the ‘planes or the rattle of the 
machine guns, but I felt the splinters of 
wood from the boxes in my hair The 
Italians had made thirtv direct bits with 
heavy shells on the outfit. and the boxes 
were riddled with bullet holes. 


“ A MURDEROUS ATTACK “ 


““H was the most deliberate and murderous 
attack on a Red Cross unit that I have ever 
seen. I brought a couple of unexploded 
shells back with me and gave chem to the 
Genevese representatives at Addis, observing 
that they were what we got for going to 
Makale. After that we had to build barri- 
cades everywhere we went, and, when the 
Italians came over, Red Cross or no Red 
Cross, we got it in the neck. Once we were 
out in the open plain, with no soldier within 
miles of us, but we were bombed just the 
same. Finally, we took in the Red Cross 
and moved only at night, camouflagiez the 
unit by day. 

“We were relieved by a unit which was 
im. charge of two Polish doctors, and our 
ambulance went on to Ras Kassa and. Ras 
Seyoum, in the Tembien. A couple of days 
later the Italians burst through from Makale, 
and the Polish ambulance was captured. 

“Nearly all the way from Makale back to 
Dessie we were under fire. The Italians came 
down ard went back seven times daily, and 
we had to dodge their bombs fourteen times 
every day. Bad as that was, it was even 
worse™to have craved for tobacco and food 
for nearly three months. We had no tobacco 
supplies: we had to use the green leaf, rolled 
in sanitary no while that lasted and after-

The average number on 
the rolls was 81,120.6, while the average 
number in attendance was 69,967.0. This 
decrease has been attributed mainly to the 
outbreaks of various epidemics, which were 
particularly severe; to the tram and "bus 
strike, which lasted eleven weeks, and to 
the exodus of families from the city to the 
new outlying housing areas. 

During the year 1.090 families took up 
residence in the Crumlin area, and 58 more 
new houses will be occupied by Sst March 
next, bringing the entire number of families 
housed up to 1,143. it is compated that each 
family has an average of four children of 
school-going age; approximating 4,592 pupils 
in all. At the moment there is no school 
accommodation for these children : many have 
retained their places in the city schools, but. 
their attendance, owing to distance, cost of 
transit and inclement weather, has greatly 
decreased. Arrangements, states the report, 
are now in progress for the erection of schools 
to meet the requirements of this new centre 
of population. 

The total number of cases of notifiable in- 


fectious disease dealt with during the year 
was 1,843, but in this connection it was felt 
that the shortage of hospital accommodation 
for infectious cases a serious effect, as 
the children in the families where the patient 
resided were prohibited from attending school. 

In addition to the new schools already in 
course of erection, which will provide accom

To add to their discomfort the Government 
to-night suffered two defeats on the Un- 
employment Insurance (Agriculture) Bill w 
the House of Lords. 

Lord Phillimore moved a new clause in 
committee to provide that the Minister, after 
consultation with the Postmaster-General, 
should make regulations so that the agrt- 
cultural unemployment benefit could be paid 
through the local post offices. He said that 
it would be a very considerable hardship if 
labourers entitled to benefit had to go to the 
rearest labour exchange. 

Lord Hutchison, opposing the clause, said 
that under the bill six miles was the max1- 
n-urr. distance that any individual would have 
te go in order to draw his benefit. 

The new clause, however, was carried by 35 
votes to 9. 

Another amendment. moved by Lord Philli- 
more, to enable benefits to be paid by agri- 
cultural associations, similar to the system 
now existing with regard to approved 
societies, was carried against the Government
